sixties. The President spoke ircnri the platform in front of the 
little village store to a large throng-that had come to this place, 
Grant's birthplace, to pay homage to the-great General's mem- 
ory. It seemed that running through the President's address 
was the.outstanding thought that he was speaking to.the na- 
tions of Europe, devastated by war and recovering slowly from 
its effects and the thoujjiit that he emphasized was that the re- 
sentment of war must not be perpetuated if peace is to prevail. 
Owing to General /Grant's intimate knowledge of the horror 
of war, President Harding said he felt certain the General, if_he 
were present, would sanction Cms nation's action in reducing 
armaments and striving to make war less likely.
